Remarks of the Speaker Arouse Bitter 


Resentment in the Men Who Stood 


by Him in the Final Test Last Sat­ 


urday— Condition

Momentous Battle Not Satisfactory 


to Either Faction. 


Washington, .March 21.— Tho Titanic 
struggle over the speakership of tile 
house 
of 
representatives, 
which 
reached its climax late Saturday in 
the destruction of the speaker’s power 
in the committee on rules and the de­ 
termination by the house to recon­ 
struct that committee, yet leaving Mr. 
Cannon the speakership itself, may 
have marked not so much the ending 
of a three days’ battle as tho begin­ 
ning of a great political war. 
The recognition of all factors of this 
possibility was the principal feature 
of the political situation in W ashing­ 
ton. 
H ardly anybody here thinks that the 
condition of affairs after the moment­ 
ous battle represents any satisfactory 
conclusion. 
The 
speaker 
and 
his 
friends appear to interpret the refusal 
of the house to depose him as ju stify­ 
ing them in claim ing to have wrested 
victory from defeat, indorsement from 
repudiation. 
Not a few of the insur­ 
gents who voted for Mr. Cannon’s re­ 
tention are wondering if they made a 
political blunder; whether their anti- 
Cannon constituents will not indeed 
hold their retention of nim in the 
speaker hip to have nullified their vote 
to elim inate him from the rules com­ 
mittee. 
The Republican regulars complac­ 
ently claim that the insurgents who 
voted for the speaker have returned 
to 
tile party 
fold. 
The Democrats 
taunt 
those 
insurgents with 
having 
been recreant to the logic of their in­ 
surgency. Nobody seems entirely hap­ 
py about the outcome. 
Even in the 
s e n a t e the regulars are apprehensive 
lest the insurgent conflagration may 
be about to spread to that house; the 
insurgent 
senators 
are 
wondering 
whether they have made the most cf 
their opportunities. 
Speaker 
Cannon’s 
defiant 
speech 
Saturday night before the Illinois Re­ 
publican assoc!; finn, in which he con- I 
temptuously denounced the insurgent 
members of the house who stood by 
him in the 
final 
test as “ cowardly 
members 
of 
congress, without 
the 
courage of their convictions,” lins cut 
to the quick those men who respond­ 
ed with their votes to what they say 
they believed was their duty to the 
party and to the country and saved 
him from utter humiliation. 


Insurgents Very Bitter. 


The feeling among these insurgents 
is one of bitterest resentment over the 
attitude assumed toward them. 
“ If this is to be the manner of our i 
treatm ent for saving the Republican 
party,” said one of them, who refused j 
to allow his name to bo used, “ this 
battle just ended w ill be followed by 
another, beside which the first on<‘ j 
would be but a skirmish. 
“ I can speak for no one but myself, 
but if this is to be our reception I am 
done. 
W e were not cowards. 
W e, 
the insurgents, who cast our votes to 
unsent Cannon were tho bravest men 
in that house. 
It took consummate 
courage and it w ill probably cost me 
my seat in congress. 
Hut if we are 
to be met with calumny because we 
sacrificed ourselves to save the house 
of 
representatives 
from chaos anti 
disorder and to prevent the ruin of 
the Republican party then I am in 
favor of carrying this w ar to the fin­ 
ish.” 
This member said he had talked 
with one or two other insurgent lead­ 
ers who voted to save Cannon and 
they were in a sim ilar frame of mind. 
“ When 
I read in the papers the 
speech which Speaker Cannon deliv­ 
ered before the Illinois association my 
blood boiled with Indignation,” said 
this insurgent. 
The speech referred to accuses the 
insurgents of lacking the courage of 
their convictions, of being Populists 
and would be destroyers of the Repub­ 
lican party. 
Cannon’s closing remarks 
w ere; 
“ M ay God bless and keep these mon, 
for so far as I am concerned He only 
can bless them. 
M any so called R e ­ 
publicans are, in fact. Populists, and I 
are trying to outdo Bryantsm .” 
There has not yet been called any 
meeting of the insurgents to consider 
what their future course shall be, but 
undoubtedly cue w ill be held within a 
day or two.

E v e r since Colombia and

Aim rica became independent of Spain 
there lias been a boundary dispute b e 
tween them. 
After many fruitless en­ 
deavors 
to reach 
an agreement 
a 
tr< aty was made between Costa Rica 
and Colombia in I sS*» submitting the 
question to the arbitration of the king 
of Spain and upon his death to ti; 
president of France. 
The case was 
brought before President 
Fa it re and 
afrcr his death was decided by IV. ii- 
dent Loubet in September. 1900. 
Al 
most immediately it transpired thai 
on account of the lack of maps b a s e d 
or accurate surveys there was much 
uncertainty about the lino which had 
been established.

ance.

November, 1903, 
Panama 
separated 
from 
Colombia

One of these friends said:

Rockefeller’s sole idea is to so use the 
great fortune he has accumulated that 
it will work along toward the uplift- 
i ing of the entire country. 
“ His idea is that the truest charity 
i is the widening of opportunity and the 
better fitting of men to take advan­ 
tage of opportunity. 
It is solely with 
the idea of doing this that he intro­ 
duced the project. 
“ Ry those who have the privilege 
I of knowing Mr. Rockefeller it is said 
! that he is an altruist. 
The accumula­ 
tion is and always has been with him 
| merely an incident, not an end. 
That 
he has accumulated perhaps the great­ 
est individual fortune in the world is 
due simply to his wonderful power of 
j organization and his ability to turn 
great dreams into reality. 
His pleas- 
; tire has been in the accomplishment 
of bis plans regardless of the financial 
results. 
The 
same 
brain 
which 
j brought the Standard Oil business to 
perfection has planned out the work 
{of tim Rock* feller foundation and if 
it is permitted that those plans shall 
he worked out untold good w ill result 
I to mankind."

The baggage car was in ashes when 
the wrecking crew arrived from M in­ 
neapolis. 
Few of the passengers were hurt.

WAR WITH CANADA 


President Taft Hopeful of Peace­ 


ful Settlement. 


Albany, N. Y., March 21.— President 
Taft scene s hopeful that a tariff war 
with Canada may yet be averted. 
The 
negotiations 
between 
the 
president 
and W . S. Fielding, the Canadian min­ 
ister of finance, did not result either 
in agreement or disagreement. 
There 
are many details that remain to be 
worked out, and at t ii is time it was de­ 
clared that the following official state­ 
ment literally sums up the situation: 
“ The president and 
Mr. 
Fielding 
were in conference in respect to the 
tariff for s< Vera I hours. 
No conclu­ 
sion was reached, but tile situation re­ 
mains that of friendly negotiations.” 
Eleven days remain tor "friendly 
negotiations” 
before 
the 
maximum 
rates for the Payn *-Aldrich tariff law 
automatically go into effect against 
those countries which are regarded by 
the president as "unduly discrim ina­ 
tory.’’ against the United States. 
The 
laxv is arbitrary as to its application, 
but the 
president is given judicial 
powers in reaching a conclusion as to 
v hat constitutes “ undue” discrim ina­ 
tion. 
It was not expected that a def­ 
inite conclusion would be reached at 
the conference between the president 
and Minister Fielding. 
The fact, how­ 
ever, that President Taft summoned 
Jam es McDonald of Toronto to the 
governor’s mansion and thanked him 
for his part in helping to bring about 
the meeting, indicates that progress 
was made and that the outlook is not 
quite so dark as it appeared to be a 
few weeks ago.

LOSS BY FIRE VERY HEAVY 


Mill Company's Plant and Other Struc­ 
tures at New Ulm, Minn., Burned. 


New 
Ulm, 
M inn, 
March 
21.— An 
alarm of tire was sent in from the New 
Ulm Roller M ill company’s plant, to 
extinguish an incipient blaze, but th*1 
fir*1 soon gained such headway that 
the entire mill was doomed within fif­ 
teen minutes, and within an hour the 
five-story mill xvns a total wreck, en­ 
tailing a loss of about $40,000. 
Att elevator standing within fifty 
feet of th*1 m ill covered with sheet 
Iron caught fire and caused an addi­ 
tional loss of $15,000. 
The fire communicated to another 
elevator of about 20,000 bushels ca­ 
pacity and valued at $10,000. 
A one-story office building standing 
to the xvest of the mill, valued at $2,- 
000, also caught 
fire and 
was de­ 
stroyed. 
The total loss is estimated at about 
$100,000, including stored wheat and 
flour. 
The mill employed about sixty peo­ 
ple, and xvas one of the principal en­ 
terprises of the city.

an increased am ount of sickness every 
w inter to come, and that 
nothing 
short of pure w ater can prevent it. 
Tlte doctors says that we must have 
either artesian wells, or take w ater 
from some 
lake. 
Gull 
lake, 
nine 
miles away, is perhaps one of the 
purest bodies of w ater in existence. 
At an expense of say tw enty thou­ 
sand dollars, the w ater of that lake 
can be brought to our city. 
P racti­ 
cally level all the way, with a sandy 
soil, it need not cost to exceed the 
above sum, it is thought, and the fall 
is ample to give force enough for all 
purposes. 
It Is suggested th a t if the 
city is not in shape financially to u n ­ 
dertake this work, enough of our cit­ 
izens would advance from one to five 
year's meter rents to pay for a good 
share of the expence incident to the 
work. 
If this plan is not thought 
feasible let some other system be de­ 
vised. 
Only give us pure water.

ring elected city officials.

has been violence on th e o th er side, 
however, is not to be denied.

policemen mobbed. 
T he strike leaders 
say they are not responsible for this; 
th at they have counseled against vio­ 
lence. but th a t the mobs in their in­ 
dignation against the com pany have 
broken ou t of control.

[last those at Chicago and H om estead 
stand out iii the public mind.
